As you will see from the photos, two-thirds of the planter boxes on Windward and Riviera were vandalized last night or 
in the early hours of this morning. (Oddly, none were touched on Grand.) 

In several instances, a quarter to one-half of the all the plants were ripped out and left on the street or sidewalk. 

One of our supporters saw the van guy, Gary Gallerie, walking around Riviera and Windward co-extemporaneously with 
the vandalism, but I have yet to receive a report that anyone actually saw him pulling the plants out of the boxes. 

I spoke to a young couple who are living in a vehicle on Windward and asked them if they saw who did it and they not 
only had no idea but volunteered that "it is f@@ked up." They were actually trying to clean up the mess, putting cactus 
back into the boxes (though not taking the time to replant them). 

I am inclined to wonder if this is the work of Matt Fisher, Lydia Ponce, Lisa Redmond, and other homeless advocates 
who are livid about the increased city clean-ups around Third and Rose and angry that their prediction that our planter 
boxes would all be removed by the city back in January did not come true. 

If I had the funds, I would ask Russ Cletta to put his crew out there over the next day or two and replant all the cacti. 
Russ, does your crew have time for that and how much would you charge the VSA?
